Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Pension Code is anended by

changi ng Section 7-144.3 as foll ows:

(40 I1LCS 5/7-144.3) (fromCh. 108 1/2, par. 7-144.3)

Sec. 7-144.3. Suppl enental benefit paynent.

(a) A supplenental benefit paynment, consisting of a sum
cal cul ated as provided in subsection (c), shall be payable to
each eligible retirement annuitant and surviving spouse
annuitant on July 1, 1993, and on each subsequent July 1;
except t hat i f this Code is anended to change the
unconpounded annual increase in retirenent annuity granted in
subsection (c) of Section 7-142 to a conpounded annual
i ncrease, no supplenental benefit shall be paid under this
Section on any July 1 occurring on or after the effective
date of that anendnent. The anount of the suppl enental
benefit paynment, and a person's eligibility to receive the
suppl enmental benefit paynent, shall be redeterm ned for each
year in which the benefit is payable.

(b) To be eligible to receive a supplenental benefit
paynment, a person nmnust be entitled to receive a retirenent
annuity or surviving spouse annuity fromthe Fund on the July
1 supplenmental benefit paynent date, and nust have been
recei ving t hat annuity during each of the 12 nonths
i mredi ately precedi ng that date; except that a surviving
spouse annuitant whose surviving spouse annuity began | ess
t han one year before the July 1 supplenental benefit paynent
date shall be eligible if the deceased spouse received a
retirement annuity fromthe Fund during the period from the

previous July 1 wuntil the start of the surviving spouse
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annuity.

(c) The anount of the supplenmental benefit paynment shal

be determ ned by the Board as foll ows:

(1) The total anount available for the paynment of
suppl enental benefit paynents under this Section in any

year before the year 2002 shall be 0.62% of the |[ast

annual partici pating payroll for all participating
muni ci palities and participating instrunentalities in the
Fund, as determned and reconciled by the Fund. The

total anmount available for the paynent of suppl enental

benefit paynents under this Section in the year 2002 and

in each year thereafter shall be 0.80% of the |ast annual

participating payr ol | for al | participating

muni cipalities and participating instrunmentalities in the

Fund, as deterni ned and reconcil ed by the Fund.

(2) The anount of the supplenental benefit paynent
to each eligible person shall be a portion of the total
anount avail able wunder paragraph (1), equal to that
portion of the total anount payable by the Fund to al
eligible persons for retirement and surviving spouse
annuities in the June preceding the July 1 suppl enental
benefit paynent date, that is payable to the eligible
person in that nonth.

(3) Notw thstanding paragraph (2), the anmount of
any suppl enental benefit paynent paid to an annuitant
under this Section shall not exceed any benefit
[imtations established by the federal government for

qgual i fied public pension plans.
